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Letter  from  the  Chairman 


To  the  members  of  the 
Pine  Manor  community: 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  most 
eventful  and  significant  in  Pine  Manor's 
history. 

Of  greatest  importance  was  the  election  of 
Rosemary  Ashby  as  president  on  January  1st 
of  this  year.  She  is  young,  energetic,  and  pos- 
sesses a distinguished  academic  record.  The 
manner  in  which  Mrs.  Ashby  has  taken  hold 
of  her  new  responsibilities  has  confirmed  the 
wisdom  of  her  election. 

During  the  past  year  the  College  strength- 
ened several  key  administrative  positions,  and 
improved  communication  with  all  members  of 
the  Pine  Manor  community  through  personal 
visits,  publications,  and  the  increased  involve- 
ment, as  volunteers,  of  Pine  Manor's  alumnae, 
parents,  and  friends. 

The  faculty  deserve  special  tribute.  Their 
dedication  to  the  development  of  each  indi- 
vidual student  has  been  the  hallmark  of  our 
College.  Increasing  faculty  salaries  will  be  the 
first  order  of  priority  as  the  economic  strength 
of  Pine  Manor  improves. 

The  past  year  has  seen  the  development  of  a 
number  of  new  programs  which  will  increase 
the  value  of  the  Pine  Manor  experience  to  its 
students.  Uniquely  successful  is  a program  of 
aptitude  testing,  group  workshops  and  intern- 
ships. This  program  has  been  enthusiastically 
received  by  both  students  and  the  adults  with 
whom  they  have  worked. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  College  has  been  strengthened  and  has 
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become  extensively  involved  in  the  College's 
affairs.  Well  over  a year  ago  the  College 
engaged  an  experienced  development  con- 
sultant to  study  and  recommend  programs  for 
increasing  Pine  Manor's  financial  resources. 
The  final  touches  are  being  put  on  several  pro- 
grams advocated  by  our  consultant. 

The  most  important  contribution  alumnae, 
parents,  and  friends  can  make  to  Pine  Manor 
is  to  encourage  qualified  young  women  to 
apply  for  admission.  1 can  vouch  for  the  value 
of  a Pine  Manor  experience,  as  can  you.  You 
will  be  doing  other  young  women  a favor  if 
you  suggest  they  consider  Pine  Manor.  It  is 
essential  that  the  student  body  be  increased 
by  100  from  its  present  375  resident  students 
if  the  College  is  to  remain  viable. 

Just  a final  word  on  the  quality  of  the  Col- 
lege. As  you  will  note  in  the  ensuing  annual 
report.  Pine  Manor  has  applied  to  the  Board  of 
Higher  Education  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  for  accreditation  to  offer  a 
limited  number  of  programs  leading  to  the 
B.A.  degree.  Voluminous  material  was  submit- 
ted to  the  Board,  which  was  followed  by  a 
three-day  visit  to  the  College  by  an  accredita- 
tion committee.  As  a result,  the  committee  has 
recommended  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion that  the  College's  request  be  granted.  This 
favorable  evaluation  of  the  College  is  most 
reassuring.

Top  priority  was  given  this  year  to  admis- 
sions. All  segments  of  the  College  community 
were  marshalled  to  give  their  expertise  and 
effort  to  the  all-important  job  of  recruiting 
qualified  applicants  to  Pine  Manor.  The  man- 
date was  clear:  organize  and  refine  all  aspects 
of  the  admissions  process;  search  out  and 
attract  capable  students;  attack  the  problem  of 
declining  enrollments.  And,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  C.  Richard  Plank,  appointed  in  July 
1975,  the  Admissions  Office  succeeded  admir- 
ably in  these  tasks. 

The  admissions  officers  worked  to  make 
student  recruitment  a more  efficient  and  more 
personalized  procedure.  Their  own  extensive 
travel  schedules  (covering  403  secondary 
schools,  both  American  and  foreign,  in  one 
year)  were  augmented  by  a network  of  volun- 
teers working  throughout  the  country  and  the 
world.  These  Alumnae  Admissions  Represen- 
tatives, numbering  more  than  100,  served  as 
local  advocates  for  Pine  Manor,  contacting 
prospective  students  in  person  or  by  letter  or 
telephone,  visiting  schools  in  their  area,  host- 
ing luncheons  and  teas  for  interested  candi- 
dates, and  informing  the  admissions  staff  of 
new  inquiries  to  contact.

Workshops  at  Pine  Manor  for  secondary 
school  guidance  counselors  brought  an  addi- 
tional resource  to  the  campus. 

With  an  increase  in  visits  to  the  campus  by 
prospective  students  and  their  parents,  the 
campus  guide  program  assumed  a vital  role. 
Current  students,  enthusiastic  and  candid 
about  their  Pine  Manor  experience,  were  par- 
ticularly effective  in  encouraging  applicants  to 
enroll. 

Pine  Manor  sought  increased  federal  funds 
to  match  Pine  Manor's  own  scholarship 
grants,  and  won  a substantial  increase  in 
funding  from  the  regional  office  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare.  The 
total  financial  aid  awarded  for  the  coming  year 
was  $132,000,  as  compared  with  $104,000  for 
the  previous  year. 

As  a result  of  all  these  efforts,  admissions 
showed  a dramatic  increase.  Enrollment  for 
the  fall  semester,  at  211  entering  freshmen, 
represents  a seven  percent  increase  over  last 
yeaP s class.  It  not  only  shows  the  first  upward 
trend  in  enrollment  in  five  years,  but  also 
enables  the  College  to  forecast  a steady  drive 
toward  capacity  enrollment  over  the  next  sev- 
eral years.* 


*Latest  information  from  the  Admissions  Office  shou’s  this  pws- 
itive  trend  is  continuing.  Although  figures  change  daily, 
recent  records  indicate  dramatic  increases  in  inquiries 
( up  60 %),  campus  visits  ( up  23  %),  and,  most  importantly, 
in  applications  for  admission  (up  37%).

Although  this  year  was  one  of  economic 
retrenchment,  it  proved  to  be  a period  of  con- 
structive change.  New  programs  and  innova- 
tive planning  characterized  Pine  Manor's  aca- 
demic activities. 

A new  program  in  management  was 
created  in  response  to  a strong  interest  noted 
among  high  school  seniors  in  the  area  of  busi- 
ness administration.  The  nucleus  for  this  pro- 
gram already  existed  in  courses  in  statistics, 
calculus  and  economics.  Two  new  courses  in 
accounting  and  management  were  added.* 

Five  proposed  majors  for  the  BA.  degree 
were  developed  by  the  faculty  during  the  year. 
As  an  additional  option  for  Pine  Manor  stu- 
dents, this  action  is  consistent  with  the  Col- 
lege's tradition  and  history  of  responding  to 
the  contemporary  needs  of  the  women  it 
educates. 

The  internship  program  has  had  a highly 
positive  impact  on  the  Pine  Manor  educational 
scene.  More  than  100  placements  were  made 
last  year  in  such  areas  as  education,  medicine, 
government,  art,  and  business.  The  internship 
program  also  did  much  to  strengthen  Pine 
Manor's  image  in  the  community.  The  enthu- 
siastic response  of  students  and  agency  repre- 
sentatives reinforces  the  validity  of  our  deci- 
sion to  recognize  the  importance  of  learning 
outside  the  classroom  by  giving  an  applied 
focus  to  liberal  arts.

The  Child  Study  Center  completed  its  sec- 
ond year  of  providing  both  a pre-kindergarten 
experience  for  children  in  the  local  community 
and  an  on-campus  laboratory  in  early  child- 
hood development.  Thirty-four  Pine  Manor 
students  did  their  field  work  for  childhood 
development  courses  at  the  Center,  and  four 
students  held  one-semester  internships  there. 

In  its  first  year,  the  program  in  English  as  a 
Second  Language  enrolled  18  students  from 
the  Far  East,  the  Middle  East,  and  Central  and 
Latin  America.  Following  this  transitional 
experience,  the  students  enrolled  in  the  regu- 
lar Pine  Manor  curriculum  and  were  able  to 
adjust  successfully  to  the  American  college 
milieu. 

The  Open  College  completed  its  fourth  year 
with  a commendable  enrollment  record  in 
both  credit  seminars  and  noncredit  work- 
shops. Through  this  continuing  education 
program,  adult  women  are  able  to  work 
towards  an  A A.  degree  from  Pine  Manor.  The 
first  Open  College  graduate  received  her 
degree  with  honors  at  Commencement  last 
June. 

Through  the  collaborative  program  with  the 
New  England  Baptist  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing,  80  nursing  students  took  liberal  arts 
and  general  science  courses  at  Pine  Manor 
during  the  year.  The  range  of  student  ability  in 
the  nursing  program  was  comparable  to  that 
of  Pine  Manor's  student  body,  and  the  interac- 
tion of  professional  and  liberal  arts  oriented 
students  proved  to  be  a fruitful  one.

Three  divisions  foster 
interdisciplinary 
curriculum  development 


It  is  readily  acknowledged  that  Pine 
Manor's  faculty  is  one  of  the  College's  greatest 
assets.  These  highly  qualified  men  and 
women  are  superb  teachers,  and  it  is  in  the 
classroom  that  their  impact  is  most  immedi- 
ately felt.  However,  the  faculty  also  plays  a 
vital  role  in  the  governance  of  the  College  and 
in  the  shaping  of  its  academic  policy. 

Much  work  was  done  this  year  to  fashion 
new  interdisciplinary  courses,  and  to  organize 
the  curriculum  to  meet  the  educational  and 
transfer  needs  of  today's  students.  Pine 
Manor's  nine  traditional  academic  depart- 
ments were  reorganized  into  three  divisions, 
and  an  important  decision  was  made  to  rein- 
state area  requirements  as  a means  of  dis- 
couraging students  from  narrowing  their  edu- 
cation too  early. 

The  Humanities  Division,  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Dr.  John  P Agnew,  was  outstand- 
ing in  the  development  of  team- taught,  topical 
courses.  The  Sciences  Division,  chaired  by  Dr. 
Elizabeth  B.  Gardner,  designed  a year-long 
course  in  human  development,  incorporating 
various  offerings  from  both  physical  and 
behavioral  sciences.  Increased  enrollment  in 
this  division  indicated  a growing  interest  by 
Pine  Manor  students  in  the  sciences.  The  Fine 
and  Performing  Arts  Division,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  David  Hicks,  reorganized 
courses  in  the  visual  arts,  increasing  the 
number  of  offerings  in  drawing,  painting, 
sculpture,  and  printmaking.  The  performing 
arts  shifted  focus  from  music  theory  to  theatre 
and  dance.

1976,  and  will  remain  a pressing  issue  for  solu- 
tion in  the  coming  year.

Pine  Manor's  educational  philosophy  is 
based  upon  the  belief  that  college  is  a total 
learning  environment,  encompassing  not  only 
classes  and  study  hours  but  non-academic 
experiences  as  well.  Efforts  were  made  this 
past  year  to  develop  a cohesive  and  compre- 
hensive program  of  student  services  and 
activities  related  to  residential  life. 

Particular  emphasis  was  given  to  Pine 
Manor's  counseling  services.  A career  counsel- 
ing program  has  added  greatly  to  the  array  of 
student  services  available  this  year.  Students 
were  encouraged  to  explore  their  interests  and 
abilities  through  such  programs  as  an  objec- 
tive aptitude  testing  series  and  a group  career 
direction  workshop  conducted  by  an  on-site 
consultant.  Three  career  nights  introduced 
students  to  young  professional  women  from 
the  greater  Boston  area  for  discussions  about 
job  opportunities.  Alumnae  career  advisors 
were  also  recruited  for  consultation.  More 
than  one-fourth  of  the  student  body  partici- 
pated in  one  or  more  of  these  activities.

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An  exhaustive  evaluation  of  Pine  Manor's 
library  by  a consultant  from  the  Simmons 
School  of  Library  Science  revealed  serious  in- 
adequacies in  the  collection,  staffing,  services, 
and  operation  of  the  library.  The  library  was 
considered  inadequate  to  support  a two-year 
curriculum,  much  less  a four-year  program. 

With  the  appointment  of  a new  head  librar- 
ian, Artemis  Kirk,  the  library  was  reorganized. 
A book  selection  policy  was  developed,  and 
an  increased  book  budget  was  allocated  for 
the  coming  year.  In  addition  to  replacing  obso- 
lete holdings,  particular  attention  will  be  paid 
to  improving  our  reference  collection  and 
resource  materials  in  the  pure  and  behavioral 
sciences.  The  collection  was  cataloged  in  a 
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more  logical  fashion,  including  the  conversion 
from  the  Dewey  Decimal  to  the  Library  of 
Congress  system.  As  a result,  use  of  the 
library  increased,  more  books  circulated, 
more  reserve  materials  were  used,  and  more 
reference  quesrions  were  asked. 

These  improvements  are  only  a beginning. 
Increased  funds  must  be  found  to  meet  the 
library's  needs.  In  this  instance,  there  is  no 
other  choice  than  to  return  the  collection  back 
to  a level  capable  of  supporting  a demanding 
curriculum. 


External  Affairs 


Office  of  Development 
is  revitalized 


Annual  Fund 
shows  improvement 


Arthur  D.  Raybin  Associates  were  retained 
this  year  on  a consulting  basis  to  act  as 
interim  coordinators  for  external  affairs  for 
the  period  following  Paul  Winship's  leave  of 
absence  until  the  appointment  in  July  of 
Richard  F.  Burtt,  Jr.,  as  director  of  develop- 
ment. Under  their  aegis,  the  Associates  Pro- 
gram was  initiated  whereby  friends  of  the 
College  contribute  leadership  gifts  of  $1,000 
to  $5,000  to  the  Pine  Manor  Annual  Fund.  In 
addition,  a new  staff  position  was  created  to 
bring  Pine  Manor's  research  up  to  date. 

Contributions  to  the  Annual  Fund  totaled 
$152,423.50,  of  which  $139,735.98  was  unre- 
stricted. The  Alumnae  Fund  exceeded  its 
$65,000  goal  by  nearly  $6,000,  while  the  total 
Fund  showed  an  improvement  of  $15,000 
over  last  year's  total.  Much  of  this  progress 
can  be  attributed  to  the  Associates  Program, 
through  which  51  Associates  contributed 
more  than  $72,000,  and  the  number  of  donors 
at  the  $1,000  level  more  than  doubled  this 
year.

Publications 


Alumnae  participation  in  the  life  of  the 
College  increased  on  every  front.  Ten  alum- 
nae are  currently  on  the  board  of  trustees. 
Alumnae  also  serve  as  admissions  represen- 
tatives, volunteer  fund-raisers,  hostesses  for 
dinners  in  cities  across  the  country,  and 
career  consultants  to  Pine  Manor  students. 

Reflecting  a positive  and  consistent  view  of 
the  College  and  its  accomplishments  has 
been  the  goal  of  the  publications  office  at  Pine 
Manor.  Its  success  was  recognized  in  July  by 
the  Council  for  the  Advancement  and  Sup- 
port of  Education  (CASE),  which  awarded 
Pine  Manor  a citation  for  its  1975-1976  cata- 
log and  an  exceptional  achievement  award 
for  its  annual  fund  appeal. 


College  Operations 

Despite  a year  of  careful  attention  to  expen- 
ditures, fiscal  1976  ended  with  a deficit  of 
$192,000.  Economies  were  effected  wherever 
possible  to  offset  this  deficit,  including  a 
reduction  in  personnel  costs.  Almost  $75,000 
was  trimmed  from  faculty,  staff,  and  adminis- 
trative resources. 

Certain  expenditures  were  necessary  with 
regard  to  the  facility.  A major  addition  to  the 
plant  was  the  installation  of  the  microbiology 
Microbiology  lab  added  laboratory  needed  in  conjunction  with  the 

New  England  Baptist  Hospital  Nursing  Pro- 
gram. Half  the  cost  was  underwritten  by  a 
federal  grant,  but  capital  gifts  are  still  required 
by  the  College  to  complete  the  project. 

With  a plant  that  is  twelve  years  old, 
increasing  demands  were  placed  on  routine 
maintenance.

Prognosis  for  next  year

was  installed  at  the  insistence  of  the  Brookline 
Fire  Department,  and  a new  water  line  was 
laid  to  the  French  House  to  correct  a leak  in 
the  old  line. 

A loss  of  income  due  to  about  130  empty 
beds  last  year  was  partially  offset  by  making 
that  space  available  for  short-term  conferences 
and  residence  to  such  groups  as  the  New  Eng- 
land Conserv'atory  of  Music  and  Northeastern 
University. 

The  prognosis  for  1976-77  still  includes  a 
deficit,  but  several  factors  are  being  consid- 
ered which  could  reduce  the  amount  signifi- 
cantly. Increased  enrollment,  stepped-up 
fund-raising  activity,  and  revisions  in  the 
structure  of  our  federal  debt  service  will  all 
help  the  College  meet  its  expenses.

The  College  has  benefited  in  many  ways 
during  this  past  year  from  the  support  and 
interest  of  its  board  members.  Trustees  have 
contributed  time  and  money,  both  in  sub- 
stantial amounts,  to  insure  the  health  and 
strength  of  the  College.  They  have  offered 
useful  insights  into  the  academic  direction  of 
the  College.  They  have  shown  a commend- 
able willingness  to  assume  leadership  roles  in 
the  important  area  of  fund-raising.  They 
have  been  our  advocates  in  the  communities 
in  which  they  live. 

We  look  forward  to  another  productive 
year  of  cooperation  and  results. 
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Conclusion  and  Recommendations

In  a sense,  we  have  achieved  the  impossible 
this  past  year.  We  have  had  not  only  to  main- 
tain excellence  in  our  academic  program,  but 
also  to  reinstate  excellence  in  such  key  areas  as 
the  library  and  the  development  office,  and  to 
embark  on  new  programs  to  ensure  respon- 
siveness to  the  needs  and  aspirations  of  our 
applicant  pool. 

These  tasks  have  been  accomplished  with 
fewer  resources  and  a smaller  faculty  and 
staff.  The  unending  willingness  on  the  part  of 
faculty  and  staff  to  do  more  than  the  stated 
requirements  of  the  job,  and  the  great  loyalty 
of  this  group  to  the  institution  and  the  welfare 
of  its  students  has  been  extremely  important. 
The  College  is  indeed  fortunate  in  the  people 
it  has  attracted  and  retained. 

The  most  important  single  factor  during  the 
1975-1976  year,  in  my  view,  was  the  progress 
made  in  regaining  a sense  of  identity  and  pur- 
pose as  an  institution,  and  communicating 
this  with  enthusiasm  and  pride  to  alumnae 
and  current  and  prospective  students  through 
both  publications  and  personal  contacts. 

We  have  also  advanced  in  what  may  be 
called  our  defense  of  the  liberal  arts  as  the 
repository  of  indispensable  skills.  I feel  our 
applied  focus  for  liberal  arts,  where  appro- 
priate, has  spoken  to  the  concerns  of  both  the 
Pine  Manor  faculty  and  of  students  and 
parents. 

I am  especially  appreciative  of  the  sense  of 
enthusiasm  and  of  community  which  per- 
vades Pine  Manor.  However,  staff  effective- 
ness, teaching  excellence,  new  programs,  and 
vigorous  efforts  on  all  fronts  — traditional 
strengths  of  Pine  Manor —can  no  longer  suf- 
fice to  keep  the  institution  on  an  even  keel.  As 
a business  enterprise.  Pine  Manor  is  under- 
capitalized. We  can  no  longer  cut  back  to 
survive. 


I 
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In  light  of  this,  I present  these  recommenda- 
tions for  the  year  ahead; 

• the  development  of  tangible  assets 
through  vigorous  fund-raising,  spearheaded 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees; 

• the  continuation  of  an  intensified  recruit- 
ment effort  involving  all  constituencies  of  Pine 
Manor  in  promoting  the  special  educational 
experience  the  College  offers; 

• continued  focus  on  defining  the  liberal 
arts  in  all  their  rich  complexity  to  our  market 
pool,  so  that  high  school  seniors  can  identify 
elements  in  the  Pine  Manor  program  which 
respond  to  their  own  needs  and  aspirarions; 

• continuation  of  long-range  fiscal  and 
enrollment  projections,  and  implementation 
of  the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee's  rec- 
ommendations through  task  forces  appointed 
by  the  president. 

We  have  very  real  and  very  exciting 
strengths  and  resources  upon  which  to  call. 
Pine  Manor  is  a viable  institution,  one  that  can 
make  a unique  contribution  to  the  field  of 
higher  education.  It  is  an  institution  that 
deserves  to  survive.  We  must  all  work  toward 
this  goal,  and,  together,  I am  sure  we  will 
succeed.

Alumnae  Relations:  challenges  and  rewards 


Asked  to  comment  on  the  chal- 
lenges and  rewards  of  being  director 
of  alumnae,  I find  the  two  inter- 
changeable, for  responding  to  a chal- 
lenge brings  its  own  reward.  Basically, 
the  greatest  challenge  is  to  serve  the 
College  by  fostering  and  maintaining 
alumnae  interest  and  loyalty.  To 
accomplish  this,  it  is  necessary  to 
know  women  as  individuals,  their 
particular  interests,  their  attitudes, 
and  skills.  Of  equal  importance,  it  is 
essential  to  be  conversant  with  all 
aspects  of  the  College,  in  order  to  be 
able  to  communicate  with  alumnae 
and  to  interpret  new  College  direc- 
tions to  them  with  accuracy  and 
integrity. 

With  this  as  a challenge,  what 
greater  reward  could  there  be  than  to 
work  with  the  ever-increasing 
number  of  Pine  Manor  alumnae 
whose  interest  in  the  College  moti- 
vates them  to  devote  time  and  energy 
in  so  many  ways. 

Of  the  23  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  ten  are  alumnae,  three  of 
whom  are  elected  by  the  alumnae  to 
serve  three-year  terms  as  alumnae 
trustees.  The  president  of  the  Alum- 
nae Association  also  serves  as  a 
trustee. 

The  Board  of  the  Alumnae  Associa- 
hon  work  in  close  cooperation  with 
the  trustees  and  administrative  staff. 

It  is  their  task  to  direct  such  alumnae 
activities  as  Alumnae  Weekend,  class 
reunions,  and  the  conduct  of  the 
Alumnae  Fund. 

As  fund-raisers,  the  alumnae  per- 
form invaluable  service.  Class  agents 
and  class  committee  members  dili- 
gently and  faithfully  solicit  their  class- 
mates for  contributions  to  the  Alum- 
nae Fund.  Consider  the  growth  over 
the  years.  In  1963  there  were  80  such 
volunteers  and  gifts  from  alumnae 
totaled  $30,381.  In  the  year  1975-76, 
the  work  of  more  than  500  of  these 
loyal  alumnae  brought  an  impressive 
total  of  $79,936  to  the  College. 


Class  secretaries  are  unsung 
heroines.  To  them  is  owed  a great  vote 
of  thanks  for  collecting  news  of  class- 
mates and  writing  the  class  notes 
which  serve  as  a vital  means  of  keep- 
ing in  touch  with  Pine  Manor  friends. 

The  growing  network  of  alumnae 
admissions  representatives  is  enor- 
mously helpful  to  the  admissions 
staff.  Evidence  of  their  effectiveness  is 
seen  in  the  increase  this  year  in  the 
number  of  inquiries  and  applications 
from  prospective  students. 

There  are,  as  well,  the  alumnae  who 
graciously  take  on  the  tasks  of  organ- 
izing local  meehngs  when  the  presi- 
dent of  the  College  visits  their 
communities. 

When  students  at  Pine  Manor  seek 
information  about  careers,  alumnae 
consultants  are  available  to  give  our 
students  the  benefit  of  their  advice 
and  experience,  and  serve  as  models 
of  women  who  have  achieved  ambi- 
tious goals. 

These  are  specific  ways  in  which 
you,  the  alumnae,  help  Pine  Manor. 
But  all  of  you  serv'e  in  an  unofficial 
capacity,  for  each  one  of  you  repre- 
sents Pine  Manor.  I hope  all  alumnae 
will  be  encouraged  to  speak  out 
clearly  and  publicize  the  unique  edu- 
cational opportunities  available  at  this 
college. 

The  Alumnae  Office  is  a clearing 
house  for  the  comments,  suggestions, 
and  opinions  of  alumnae.  To  all  these, 
the  director  of  alumnae  relations  must 
be  both  sensitive  and  attentive,  as  she 
coordinates  the  various  and  varied 
aspects  of  alumnae  activities. 

It  has  been  a source  of  joy  and  per- 
sonal satisfaction  to  know  and  work 
with  you.  I am  confident  that  my  suc- 
cessor will  enjoy  the  same  reward.

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Judy  Nims  Hunt:  coordinating  careers 


When  Judy  Nims  Hunt  graduated  from  Pine 
Manor  in  1956,  she  planned  on  getting  married 
and  raising  a family.  Today,  20  years  later,  she 
is  a wife  and  the  mother  of  two.  She's  also  a 
candidate  for  her  second  master's  degree,  the 
learning  disability  coordinator  for  the  West- 
minster-Ashbumham  (MA)  elementary 
schools,  a special  education  consultant  to  two 
private  schools,  and  a college  teacher. 

Judy  Hunt  now  thrives  on  challenges,  but 
she  admits  that  she  never  envisioned  so  many 
when  she  was  at  Pine  Manor.  "It  never 
occurred  to  me  that  I would  have  a profes- 
sional career,"  she  says.  "But,  in  1964,  when 
mv  husband  Jarvis  became  seriously  ill,  I real- 
ized that  I should  be  able  to  assume  financial 
responsibility  for  my  family  if  necessary." 

To  do  this,  she  knew  she  would  have  to 
return  to  school.  Pine  Manor  had  given  her  a 
love  of  learning  and  a particular  interest  in 
psychology.  So,  she  decided  to  work  toward  a 
bachelor  of  science  degree  in  psychology  and 
sociology  through  Northeastern  University's 
program  of  conbnuing  education  for  adult 
women. 

What  were  her  feelings  about  returning  to 
college  after  eight  years?  'Terror,"  says  Judy 
Hunt  firmly.  "I  had  been  very  much  a house- 
wife. The  thought  of  going  back  to  school  and 
finding  a job  was  very  scary."  As  a young 
mother  with  pre-school  children  (sons  Jay  and 
Chris  were  three  and  four),  Ms.  Hunt  was  a 
rarity  in  the  classroom.  "Most  of  the  other 
women  were  middle-aged  veterans  of  continu- 
ing education,"  she  says.  'This  was  the  first 
time  I had  been  with  a group  of  bright  women 
since  Pine  Manor,  and  I felt  very  inadequate." 
She  gained  confidence  from  the  encourage- 
ment of  her  fellow  students  and  her  husband 
Jarvis,  a clinical  psychologist  who  is  assistant 
headmaster  and  head  of  the  science  depart- 
ment at  the  Applewild  School,  a private 
country  day  school.  "Going  back  to  school 
turned  out  to  be  the  most  exciting  thing  I'd 
done  in  years,"  says  Judy  Hunt. 

Her  biggest  difficulties  were  commuting  two 
hours  every  day  and  finding  the  time  to  study 
while  also  running  a household.  "I  then  felt  I 
had  to  prove  1 was  super-wife,"  Ms.  Hunt 
remembers.  "I  probably  worried  about  some 
things  that  I wouldn't  attach  so  much  impor- 
tance to  now." 

To  help  pay  her  expenses  at  Northeastern, 
she  took  a job  as  an  aide  in  a Title  VI  program 
which  identified  potential  learning  problems 
in  children  and  tried  to  correct  them  before  the 


youngsters  entered  school.  This  was  a turning 
point  for  her.  "Entering  the  job  market  whet- 
ted my  career  interest  and  gave  me  a taste  of 
what  I wanted  to  do  professionally,"  she  says. 
"I  strongly  believe  that  practical  application  of 
knowledge  is  just  as  important  as  learning  in 
the  classroom." 

After  receiving  her  B.S.  in  1968,  she  earned 
her  master's  in  special  education  in  1974  and  is 
now  working  towards  a master's  in  guidance 
and  counseling. 

Her  busy  work  schedule  attests  to  her 
accomplishments.  From  8:30  a.m.  to  3:00  p.m., 
Monday  through  Friday,  she  does  diagnosbc 
progranruning  and  testing  for  children  with 
possible  learning  problems  at  the  Westminster 
elementary  school.  "I  thoroughly  enjoy  prob- 
lem solving,"  she  says,  "and  I like  trying  to 
help  a teacher  meet  the  needs  of  a difficult 
child."  One  afternoon  per  week,  after  leaving 
the  elementary  school,  she  works  as  a consult- 
ant in  the  learning  disability  program  at  the 
Applewild  School.  Ms.  Hunt  is  in  the  class- 
room three  nights  a week:  she  teaches  at 
Wachusett  Community  College  and  the  gradu- 
ate school  of  Lesley  College  and  takes  a gradu- 
ate course  herself  one  evening  at  Fitchburg 
State  College.  She  even  squeezes  in  weekend 
work,  doing  diagnostic  testing  and  consul hng 
one  Sunday  each  month  at  the  Middlesex 
School,  a private  school  in  Concord,  MA.  In 
addition  to  these  regular  commitments,  she 
finds  time  for  occasional  private  testing  work 
and  for  the  "fun  and  games"  of  guest  lectur- 
ing. Her  first  priority,  however,  has  always 
been  her  family. 

How  does  one  person  manage  three  careers? 
"Organization  is  the  key  to  success  — at  home, 
in  the  office,  and  in  the  classroom,"  explains 
Judy  Hunt.  "You  have  to  plan  to  utilize  ev'ery 
minute."  Work  and  study  are  scheduled  to 
accommodate  her  family  responsibilities.  This 
means  getting  up  early,  juggling  meal  times  so 
the  Hunts  can  eat  dinner  together  ("Believe  it 
or  not,  I'm  always  home  for  dinner,"  she 
says),  and  finding  the  time  and  energy  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  activities  of  her  growing  sons. 
This  fall,  for  the  first  time.  Jay  and  Chris  are 
both  away  at  school,  so  Judy  and  Jarvis  Hunt 
make  frequent  visits  to  see  them  at  Phillips 
Exeter  and  Deerfield  Academy. 

Judy  Hunt  believes  that  she  actually  has 
shared  more  of  her  children's  interests  than 
most  mothers.  Her  determination  to  put  her 
family's  needs  first  was  crucial.  "If  I hadn't 
made  that  effort  — and  sometimes  it  was  a 
supreme  effort  — I would  have  had  problems. 

If  my  family  was  happy,  then  I was  happy, 
too,  and  could  achieve  in  other  areas." 


She  points  out  the  advantages  of  a woman 
resuming  her  career  or  education  while  her 
children  are  still  young.  "As  chUdren  grow  up, 
they  can  become  accustomed  to  their  mother 
doing  many  different  things,  and  not  always 
being  in  the  home,"  she  says.  "This  sets  the 
tone  for  the  entire  family." 

Demanding  as  her  many  careers  are,  Judy 
Hunt  unquestionably  enjoys  them.  "I've 
worked  hard  at  all  my  roles  — wife,  mother, 
professional  — and  I've  gotten  immense  satis- 
faction from  being  relatively  successful  in  all 
three,"  she  says.  Each  brings  a special  kind  of 
fulfillment.  "I  enjoy  being  the  mother  of  Chris 
and  Jay  and  being  Mrs.  Jarvis  Hunt,  Jr.,  but  1 
wouldn't  want  these  to  be  my  only  roles.  It's 
important  for  me  to  be  Judy  Hunt,  too,"  she 
explains.  "That's  what  I love  about  a career 
outside  the  home  — it  gives  me  a sense  of  my 
own  independent  identity." 

Judy  Nims  Hunt  is  no  longer  such  a rarity  in 
professional  circles,  as  more  and  more  women 
choose  to  combine  careers  with  family  respon- 
sibilities. Ms.  Hunt  applauds  this,  but  is  quick 
to  point  out  tliat  not  all  women  want  to  be 
involved  in  so  many  areas.  "I'm  very  wary  of 
pushing  women  towards  professional 
careers,"  she  says.  "But,  if  you  think  some- 
thing's gtxvd  for  you  and  you  like  doing  it, 
then  1 say  don't  be  afraid.  Go  ahead  and  do 
it!"  □

Hermes  Berlin: 
ardor  for  discovery 

Hermes  Berlin,  instructor  in  English  and 
American  civilization  at  Pine  Manor  since  1967, 
died  on  July  5, 1976,  at  the  age  of  36.  He  was  a 
graduate  of  New  York  University  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Iowa  and  was  a doctoral  candidate  at 
Brandeis  University.  His  colleagues  Fred 
Cabot,  Burnham  Carter,  and  Beth  Gardner 
offer  these  reminiscences  of  Hermes  the 
teacher  and  the  man: 

"I  remember  Hermes'  intensity  best.  His 
bear-like  shuffle,  his  thoroughly  casual  dress 
contrasted  sharply  with  the  seriousness  and 
warm  concern  he  showed  for  students  and 
learning  alike.  He  loved  his  students  and  his 
books  for  the  knowledge  and  ideas  they  con- 
tained. In  his  office,  books  crowded  and  over- 
flowed their  shelves  and  were  stacked  in 
comers  along  with  a jumble  of  papers  and 
bluebooks.  In  I'd  go  to  confer  with  him,  to 
sound  him  out  on  an  idea  I'd  had  for  a class,  or 
a lesson  plan,  ora  strategy.  I'd  figure  to  talk  for 
only  a minute  or  two,  but  out  I'd  come  a half- 
hour  or  hour  later,  arms  laden  with  books  on 
indefinite  loan  from  the  Berlin  library,  my 
mind  humming  with  ideas  and  warmed  with 
witty,  humorous,  encouraging,  delightful  con- 
versation, buoyed  by  Hermes'  contagious 
ardor  for  discovery.  No  wonder  students 
always  sought  him  out;  they'd  get  such  treat- 
ment, too."  (F.C.) 

"I  have  three  particular  memories  of 
Hermes.  They  reflect  his  love  of  teaching,  his 
insistence  on  principle  as  opposed  to  expe- 
dience, and  his  concern  for  the  troubled 
student. 

"Hermes  was  always  in  his  office  early,  his 
radio  playing  classical  music  softly,  a sheaf  of 
papers  in  front  of  him,  little  mountains  of 


books  all  around  him.  You  might  think  he  was 
behind  in  his  preparation  for  the  day's  classes, 
but  he  was  not.  He  was  getting  ahead.  If  there 
ever  was  a man  devoted  to  the  classroom  expe- 
rience, it  was  Hermes. 

"As  Academic  Dean  I could  always  count  on 
Hermes  to  give  me  a hard  time  any  time  we 
proposed  something  a little  fuzzy  or  ambigu- 
ous in  its  direction.  The  faculty  was  not  going 
to  vote  approval  of  anything  sloppy  — not 
while  he  was  around.  Every  college  needs  an 
intellectual  watchdog  as  fair  and  uncompro- 
mising as  Hermes. 

"On  the  other  hand,  Hermes'  compassion 
was  equally  strong.  At  regular  intervals,  my 
telephone  would  ring,  and  Hermes  would 
demand,  'What  are  you  doing  about  so  and  so? 
We've  got  to  get  her  some  help,  and  we  should 
do  it  today.'  Hermes  saw  no  reason  why  every- 
one should  not  be  as  concerned  for  the  needful 
student  as  he  was  himself.  I have  always 
thought  of  his  standards  as  a benchmark  for  us 
all."(B.C.,Jr.) 

"Hermes  Berlin  was  a complex  man  who 
loved  life  and  living  and  who  did  not  and 
would  not  despair  when  the  sentence  of  cancer 
was  upon  him. 

"I  best  remember  Hermes  as  he  worked  in 
his  office,  the  center  of  his  Pine  Manor  life  as 
teacher,  advisor,  faculty  member,  and  friend. 
His  office  had  books  of  every  sort,  for  Hermes 
was  a confirmed  bookaholic,  with  tastes  that 
were  catholic  and  eclectic.  Across  his  desk  we 
would  often  simultaneously  discuss  students, 
assignments,  his  inability  ever  to  finish  his 
doctoral  thesis  . . . Hermes  had  that  rare  ability 
to  talk  about  several  subjects  at  once  with 
equal  coherence. 

"Hermes  has  left  a legacy  to  the  Pine  Manor 
community  that  is  still  felt  by  all  of  us.  He  was 
a friend,  student  advisor,  elegant  grammarian, 
relentless  achiever,  pursuer  of  facts  and  faculty 
gadfly.  All  of  these  aspects  of  Hermes  Berlin 
were  characterized  and  temporized  by  an  un- 
swerving honesty  and  love  of  humanity."

Henry  K.  White: 
an  enduring  claim 

Henry  K.  White,  former  trustee  and  treas- 
urer of  Pine  Manor  for  seven  years,  died  on 
July  29, 1976  at  the  age  of  79.  He  was  a vice 
president  for  the  First  National  Bank  of  Boston 
and  a former  traffic  commissioner  for  the  Town 
of  Brookline.  A graduate  of  St.  Paul's  School 
and  Harvard  College,  he  served  in  both  world 
wars,  retiring  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  com- 
mander in  1945.  He  served  on  the  boards  of 
many  charitable  organizations,  including  the 
Children's  Hospital  Medical  Center  and  the 
Bay  State  Medical  Rehabilitation  Qinic.  Pine 
Manor  Trustee  David  P Boyd,  M.D.,  offers  this 
tribute  to  Mr.  White: 


"Among  the  friends  of  Pine  Manor  who  have 
left  us,  none  has  a more  enduring  claim  on  our 
grateful  remembrance  than  Henry  K.  White. 
There  is  an  occasional  man  who,  in  spirit,  in 
thought,  and  in  action,  stands  above  the  com- 
mon herd.  Harry  White  was  one  of  these. 

"Pine  Manor's  new  Board  of  Trustees  met 
initially  on  December  10, 1960.  Harry  remarked 
on  that  occasion  that  he  did  not  think  that  the 
average  age  of  the  Trustees  was  much  over  40. 
But  with  his  choice  and  invariable  intuitive- 
ness he  added  that  there  was  ample  spread  to 
provide  both  imaginative  and  judicial  think- 
ing. Harry  was  always  a tempering  influence 
when  enthusiasm  sought  to  outstrip  judg- 
ment. Yet  he  was  alert  to  the  needs  for  a con- 
tinuous change  and  was  a dominant  force  in 
the  move  to  Chestnut  Hill.  Being  a native,  he 
was  able  to  oversee  the  architects  in  their 
efforts  to  keep  the  College  in  harmony  with  its 
new  neighbors. 

"Harry  White's  contributions  went  far 
beyond  those  of  the  usual  pedestrian  trustee. 
He  became  the  trusted  friend  and  almost  daily 
counselor  of  President  Frederick  C.  Ferry,  Jr. 
Every  major  decision  was  influenced  by  his 
input. 

"But  above  all,  he  was  the  gentlest  of  gentle- 
men when  the  tone  of  the  conversation  or  the 
nature  of  the  activity  was  on  a high  plane.  I 
would  guess  that  in  Landor's  words,  he  has 
left  behind  him,  'the  love  of  friends  without  a 
single  foe.' "
